1953. It combines aud brings up to date two previous bibliographies, now 
out of print.

Tlie purpose of this bibliography is to provide a complete, aud con- 
tinuing record for reference use. It. calls to the attention of the readers, 
particularly those new to occupational health, voluminous inforinatioii on 
early pioneering studies and other contributions by tlie Public Health 
Service to the detection and control of occupational disoa.scs. At the 
same time, by reflecting changes in subject matter from year to year, it 
affords an historical perspective of shifting interests in the field of occu- 
patio]ial health and serves as an index of progre.ss. 

Precise classification of the subject matter lias been diflicult because of 
its heterogeneous nature. Consiupiently, in addition to the table of con- 
tents, where the publieation.s have been broadly classified, a relatively de- 
tailed subject index has been provided. In the bibliography proper, the 
items have been listed chronologically unde]* the subject licadiugs, the 
most recent publications appearing last. In the sul)ject index, tlie items 
under the various subjects have been alphabetically arranged. 

In tlie publications index are gathered the difTerciil, publications 
issued by the Public Health Service which are referred to in the bibli- 
ography. Tliese publications, clas.sified according to the series in which 
they appeared, not only give the reader a quick view of major Public 
I-Iealth Service activities in occupational healili but also help to itlentify 
the subject matter of a particular publication when only its series and 
number are known.
